Perhaps the 
Carson Newt has not yet learned that 
what raises charges affecting the pub- 
lo or private reoojjd of a man from the 
domain of scandal to the dignity of 
erions accusations, are proofe. 
With reference to the News' demand 
bat the JOUBNAL publish its charges 
as they are made, without alteration 
and in full," we will do so in every oaae 
where they are accompanied with any 
vidence having the slightest .squint to- 
wards proof, provided that the Newt 
will publish our replies to them.

Senator Stewart stated 
n Dayton doubtless what he stated in 
tono, that Mr. Oassldy secured the 
Irst appropriation for the Oarson pub- 
ic building, but that, as Is well known, 
ibis appropriation fell short of com- 
pleting the building, and Senator 
Stewart secured an additional $36,000 
to finish it

Charge 3. Senator Stewart is quoted 
In the JouftNACoontaining theohalleage 
as saying "I have in every instance fol- 
lowed the direction of the party plat- 
Form and -the State Legislature." The 
Newt charges that be is a "no such 
bhing," for in 1895 the Legislature of 
Nevada passed a resolution instructing 
the Representatives at Washington to 
"demand the collection of the indebt- 
edness of the Pacific railway com- 
panies, in accordance with law." 


Th* consummate ignorance of the 


opponents of Senator Stewart with ref- 
erence to facts is nowhere better shown 
than in sneb charges as the foregoing. 
On the 7th of July of the present year 
an Act was passed which provides 
That the Secretaries of the Treasury, 
Interior and Attorney General shall 
constitute a commission with power to 
s*Ule the indebtedness of the Central 
Pacific Bailroad Company, subject '.to 
the approval of the President of the 
United States. That toe commission

than tbe full amount due the United 
States and all amounts necessary to re- 
imburse the United States for money 
paid for interest or otherwise." That 
in any settlement which may be made, 
;he final payment shall not be post- 
poned to exceed ten years, and that 
(he whole amount, principal and Inter- 
est, shall be paid in equal semi-annual 
installment* within that period, with 
interest at a rate not less than three 
per cent. Under the terms of this Act 
t is mandatory that the Central Pacific 
Railroad must pay an average of over 
^3,500,000 every six months into the 
Treasury of tbe United States for ten 
years. The Act further provides that 
f the railroad does not accept the 
terms and conditions imposed, on or 
before July 7,1899, the Government 
shall immediately foreclose. 


This Act originatsd in the Senate of 


;he United States, and was drawn up 
by Senator White of California and 
Senator Morgan of Alabama, two of 
;he greatest opponents of tbe Central 
Pacific railroads who ever sat }q the 
Senate. Senator Stewart, in accordance 
with the resolution of the State Legig- 
.atnre quoted by the Newi, voted for 
this measure when offered as an amend- 
ment to the Deficiency bill, and for the 
bill itself upon its final passage. So 
another scandal is exploded. 


FOCKTH OHAB&K."" 


Charge 4. That in the same year and 
resolution as above mentioned the same1 
body requested Nevada's representa- 
tives to "demand the enforcement of the 
Interstate Commerce law everywhere, 
so that unjust discrimination could be 
prohibited." 


Assuming that the foregoing was in- 


tended to convey the idea that Senator 
Stewart bad in BQme manner failed to 
comply with tbe letter or spirit of the 
resolution, we shall present some facts 
in this case also. 


The Interstate Commerce Act be- 


came a law before Senator Stewart took 
his seat in the Senate in 1887. Since 
;he passage of that measure, the regu- 
lation of freights and fares has been 
out of tbe domain of Congress. It is 
tbe Fourth Section of that Act, known 
as the long and short haul clause, in 
which tbe people of Nevada are so 
deeply interested. Soon after tbe pass- 
age of the Act a tesT case arose which 
was to determine whether sr not the 
commission bad power to enforce tbe 
fourth Section. The case was entitled 
Interstate Commerce Commission va. 


Tbe Alabama Midland Railway Com- 
pany and others," and was carried 
through all the courts. The final de- 
cision of tbe Supreme Court of the 
United States was handed down No- 
vember 8,1897, less than one year ego, 
adversely to the contention of the com- 
mission, and leaving that body, as ex- 
pressed in its report, "shorn of its 
cowers." The effect of this decision 
oan best be understood by quoting 
from tbe last annual report of the com- 
mission, (pags 43) " It is evident that 
she railroads well enough understand 
the effect of this decision. Within five 
days from tbe reading of its opinion 
by the Supreme Court, the Transmis- 
sonri Freight Bureau filed schedules 
raising tbe rates to intermediate points 
over-more than 100,000 square miles." 


It was due to this; decision that the 


Silver party adopted the following 
plank in its platform: 


"Certain decisions of the United 


States Courts having shorn (be Inter- 
state Commerce Commission of the au- 
thority and powers undoubtedly in- 
tended to be conferred upon it when 
originally 
enacted, we favor such 


amendments to the Act as will make it 
an effective protection to tbe people 
against discriminating tariffs." 


Senator Stewart stands upon that 


platform, and if elected to succeed 
himself will.be an active supporter of 
the Cullom bill (8.8364} which embod- 
ies tbe amendments to the law sug- 
gested by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and which ,wtll enable tbe 
people of Nevada to obtain relief from 
discriminating freight charges. 


The Carson Newt should apologize 


for ignorantly charging Senator Stew- 
art with the shortcomings of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States.

Following is the last "charge" of tbe 


News, which we publish without com- 
ment as it reflects only upon its author: 


Charge G. The Newt charges that 
Stewart is feeble-minded and unfit to 
bold any position of trust or responsi- 
bility, and offers to prove it to tbe en- 
tire satisfaction of any commission, 
unprejudiced and fair, that oan be se- 
leleoted.
